and tarred and feathered. They were

morning in a serious condition. 
They could furnish no clues leading 
to the identity of their assailants, but 
the men are believed to be strikers. 
Batt 
and 
Thompson, 
dazed 
and 
bleeding from their wounds were pick­ 
ed up on the highway by autoists af­ 
ter l l o’clock 
last night. 
Nine men 
armed and masked approached them 
at 
their 
posts 
along the 
Western 
Maryland tracks, according to their 
story. 
They were armed with brake- 
sticks and revolvers. Batt was struck 
several times between the eyes with 
the butt of a revolver, and Thompson 
went down before a blow on the head 
above the left ear. 
Their clothing 
was then 
stripped 
from them, they 
said, and they were 
dragged across 
several fields to 
the 
Williamsport pike. 
There, the nine 
men produced 
tar and feathers 
and 
proceeded to coat the bodies of both 
men with it. 
H alf unconscious, Batt and Thomp­ 
son 
were told to 
head toward 
Wil­ 
liam sport. 
They had staggered about 
a mile when two men and two women, 
in an automobile came along and took 
them into the town.

tain prices within their boundaries by 
the prevention of resales and profiteer­ 
ing. 
Mr. Hoover plans to make pub­ 
lic soon, proposals being sent to all 
the states for the organization of lo­ 
cal fuel control bodies.

state shall take the entire responsibil­
